And  recoimueuding  that  One  hundred  and  sixty 
Acres- be  allowed  on  the  East  Coast  of  Vancouver 
Island,  between  Chatham  Point  and  Fort  Rupert

UNDER  the  following  Regulations  and  Ordinance.s, 
the  Government  of  llrilish  Columbia  are  prepared 
to  give  Free  Grants  of  vacant  unsurveyeil  Crown 
Land,  suitable  for  scUlement  and  cultivation,  and  not 
being  Mineral  Land,' to  bona  fide  Settlers,  in  the 
following  quantities  and  sections  of  the  Province, 
viz  : — 
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OlTthe  Kast  Coas't  uf  Vancouver  Island, 
between  Chatham  Point  aiul  Fort 
Kupert ICO  acres. 

In  that  part  of  the  Province  East  of 

the  Cascade  range  of  .MoniitaiiKS...  240  acre.s. 

And  intend  setting  aside  Two  Town- 
ships iti  the  New  Westminster  Dis- 
trict, for  I’ree  Grant  locations  of 
1(50  acres,  wlien  Surveyed. 

Hcffuldlionx. 

1.  licforc  any  ))t'rson  can  be  located  for  a Free 
Grant  of  land,  he  or  she  sliiill  make  aflidat  it,  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Chief  Connnissioner  of  Lands  anil 
Works,  that  he  or  slie  has  not  been  located  for  any 
land  under  the  Free  Grant  sections  or  regulations  of 
the  “Land  Amendment  Act,  187:5,'’  and  i-s  not  a 
j)rc-crai)tor  or  owner  of  land  in  the  Province,  and 
that  he  or  she  i.s  of  the  ago  of  eighteen  years  or  up- 
wards, and  believes  the  land  for  which  he  or  she 
applies  or  desires  to  be  located,  is  suited  for  settle- 
ment and  cultivation,  and  is  not  valuable  chiefly  for 
its  mines  or  minerals,  and  is  not  acquired  for  the  jinr- 
pose  of  obtaining  possession  of  or  disposing  of  aiiy 
timber  growing  or  being  on  said  land,  and  that  sucli 
location  is  desired  for  his  or  her  benefit  and  for  the 
purpose  of  actual  settlement  and  cultivation  of  sucli 
land,  and  not  either  directly  or  indirectly-  for  the  use 
or  benefit  of  any  otlier  person  or  persons  whomsoever, 
uor  for  the  pur]»osc  of  any  gold,  silver,  copper,  lead, 
iron,  or  other  mines  or  minerals,  or  any  iiuarry  or 
lied  of  stone,  marble,  or  gypsum  thereon. 

2.  Any  person  making  application  fora  Free  Grant 
shall,  if  required,  procure  an  allidavit  from  such  iicr- 
8011  as  can  make  the  same,  stating  that  the  land  is 
vacant,  and  that  no  person  has  resided  upon  it  for 
the  last  six  months. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  land  in 
the  Province  under  the  Pre-emption  and  Free  Grant 
Acts  at  the  same  time;  and  any  subsequent  jire- 
emption  record  by  the  locatee,  shall  be  considered  as 
an  act  of  forfeiture  of  any  rights  acquired  under  the 
Free  Grant  Glauses  of  the  .\ct  of  187:5  ; and  the  loca- 
ting ofa  Free  Grant  shall  be  construed  as  an  act  of 
forfeiture  of  any  pre-emiition  right.*  acquired  under 
any  of  tlie  Land  Ordinance.*  or  Proclamations  in  the 
Province. 

4.  An  alien  sliall  be  entitled  to  locate  a d’ree 
Grant  under  the  same  conilitions  as  a British  subject, 
upon  signing  a declaration,  before  the  Commissioner 
of  the  District,  or  a Justice  of  the  I'eacc,  of  his  or  her 
intention  to  become  a British  subject:  but  in  the 
event  of  such  alien  not  completing  his  or  her  naturali- 
xation  at  as  early  a period  as  the  law  admits,  that  he 
or  she  shall  forfeit  all  rights  ac(iuired. 

5.  No  Crown  grant  shall  issue  for  any  laud  located 
under  thi.s  Act  or  under  said  regulations,  until  the 
expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  such 
location,  nor  unless,  nor  until  the  locatee  or  those 
claiming  under  him  or  her,  or  some  of  them,  shall 
have  performed  the  following  settlement  duties,  that 
is  to  say: — shall  have  cleared  and  have  under  culti- 
vation at  least  twenty  acres  of  the  said  land,  whereof 
at  least  five  acres  shall  be  cleared  and  cultivated 
annually  during  the  three  years  next  after  the  date  of 
the  location,  to  bo  computed  from  such  date,  and 
have  built  a house  thereon  fit  for  habitation,  at  least 
sixteen  feet  by^  twenty  feet,  and  shall  have  actually 
and  continuously  resided  upon  and  cultivated  the 
said  land  for  the  term  of  three  years  next  succeeding 
the  date  of  such  location,  and  from  thence  up  to  the 
issue  of  the  Crown  grant,  exccjit  that  the  locatee 
shall  be  allowed  one  month  from  the  date  of  the 
location  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  the  land,  and  that 
absence  from  the  said  land  for  in  all  not  more  than 
six  nionths  during  anyone  year  (to  be  computed  from 
the  date  of  the  location)  shall  not  be  held  to  be  a 
cessation  of  such  residence,  provided  such  land  be 
cultivated  as  aforesaid. 

6.  On  failure  in  performance  of  the  settlement 
duties  aforesaid,  the  location  shall  be  forfeited,  ami 
all  rights  of  the  locatee,  or  of  ar.y  one  claiming  under 
him  or  her,  in  the  land,  shall  cease. 

7.  Proof  of  actual  settlement  and  cultivation  shall 
be  made  by  declaration,  under  the  “ Oaths  Ordinance, 
1869,”  by  the  claimant  and  two  settlers  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, before  the  Commissioner  or  a Justice  of 
the  Peace. 

8.  In  case  it  is  proved,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  "Works,  that  the 
settler  has  voluntarily  relinquished  his  claim,  or  has 
been  absent  from  the  land  located  by  him  for  more 
than  six  months  in  any  one  year,  or  has  not  made  the 
improvements  required  by  law,  then  the  right  to  such 
land  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  settler  so  relinquish- 


ing or  abandoning  bis  claim  shall  nut  be  pcrniitlcd  to 
be  located  again  lor  a Free  Gram.

10.  All  assignments  and  transfers  of  Free  Grant 
rights  before  the  issue  of  the  Grown  Grant  shall  be 
mill  and  void,  and  shall  be  deemed  evidence  of  aban- 
donment of  the  right,  and  the  person  so  assigning  or 
transferring  shall  not  bo  ])cniitted  to  again  locate 
a Free  Grant. 

11.  .Ml  Free  Grants  must  be  staked  off  with  posts, 
at  least  four  inches  square,  and  standing  not  l(!ss  than 
four  feet  above  the  surOice;  anrUonc  such  stake  shall 
be  placed  at  each  angle  of  the  claim.

i:5.  A locatee  ofa  Free  Grant  o-i  niisurveyed  land 
shall,  after  the  ollicial  survey  has  been  made,  and 
within  three  nionths  aftw- a copy  of  ihe  ma[i  of  said 
land  has  been  deposited  in  his  iJistriet,  and  [mblic 
notice  thereof  given  in  the  Jlrilixli  C JuinHa  fluzetle. 
make  apjdication  to  be  located.for  the  quarter  section, 
or  quarter  section  and  [lorlion  ofadjoiniiig  quarter  .sec- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be.  in  which  Itie  land  upoti  which 
he  has  resided,  and  which  he  has  improved,  tnay  be. 
In  case  of  disjiiited  ownership  the  Chief  Gommis.doner 
of  Laiid.-i  and  Works  shall  deiet-iniiie  the  re.*pective 
rights  of  the  adverse  claimant*,  according  to  priority 
of  record  and  jiriority  of  settlement,  and  the  fact  of

14.  Any  locatee  shall,  at  any  lime  after  otlieial 
survey  and  jirior  to  the  e.\[)iralio;i  of  the  term  of  oc- 
ciijiaiion  re(|nired  by  the  Laud  Urdimuice  Ametid- 
nieiit  Act,  187.'!.'’  have  tiic  right  or  [irivilege.  should 
he  or  she  so  desire  it,  of  aiqilying  for  and  ohtain'ng 
a Grown  (irant  of  the  land  included  in  the  Free  Grant 
location,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  said  land  had 
been  |ire-em|itetl  in  the  lirst  instance,  upon  [layinetit, 
however,  for  the  land,  at  the  upset  price  lixed  for 
pre-emption  claims,  and  iiiion  fullilling  the  conditions 
applicable  to  ])re-em|ition  claim.*. 

15.  No  land  located  as  aforesaid,  nor  any  interest 
therein,  shall  in  any  e\eiit  be  or  become  liable  to  the 
satisfaction  of  any  debt  or  liability  contracted  or  in- 
curred by  the  locatee,  hi.*  widow,  heirs,  or  devisees, 
before  the  issuing  of  tlip  Grown  grant  for  such  land. 
After  the  issuing  of  the  Grown  grant  for  any  such 
land,  and  while  such  land  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any 
interest  therein,  is  owned  by  the  locatee,  or  his 
widow,  heirs,  or  devisees,  such  land,  part,  or  interest 
shall,  during  twenty  years  next  after  the  date  uf  such 
location,  be  exeiii|it  from  attachment,  levy  utider 
execution,  or  sale  lor  [laynient  of  debts,  and  shall  not 
be  or  become  liable  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  debt 
or  liability  contracted  or  incurred  before  or’ during 
that  period,  save  and  e.xcept  any  debt  secured  by  n 
valid  mortgage  or  pledge  o*’  such  land  made  sub- 
sequently to  the  issuing  of  the  Grown  grant  therefor. 

16.  Nothing  in  these  Kegulations  shall  be  construed 
to  exem[)t  any  land  from  levy  or  sale  for  rates  or 
taxes,  now  or  hereafter  legally  ini|iosed. 

17.  Every  Grown  grant  lo  be  issued  for  any  land 
located  as  aforesaid,  shall  state  in  the  body  thereof, 
the  name  of  the  original  locatee  of  the  said  land,  ami 
the  date  of  the  location,  and  that  the  said  Crown 
grant  is  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  “ Land 
(jrdiuance  Amendment  Act,  1873.” 

18.  Every  location  shall  be  recorded  at  the  Land 
Office  in  the  District,  following  the  rules  of  record 
as  to  pre-emptions. 

19.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  "Works 
shall  have  power  to  cancel  any  Free  Grant  record, 
upon  proof  satisfactory  to  him  that  any  of  the  above 
stipulations  have  not  been  complied  ■with. 

20.  The  provisions  of  the  “ Land  Ordinance, 
1870,”  and  the  “ Land  Ordinance  Amendment  Act, 
1873,”  to  be  complied  with,  together  with  the  follow- 
ing regulations.

The  following  Regulations  respecting  the  purchas- 
ing of  Unsurveyed  Lands  in  British  Columbia  are 
hereby  published  for  general  information.

Kegulations  to  be  observed  by  persons  de- 
sirous of  purchasing  Unsurveyed  Lands. 

Before  unsurveyed  and  unoccupied  Crown  Lands 
can  be  sold  by  Government,  the  persons  wishing  to 
purchase  must  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 

1.  For  thirty  days,  previous  to  making  application 
to  jturchase,  a notice  must  be  posted  on  some  conspic- 
uous portion  of  the  land  intended  to  be  applied  for, 
on  the  Court  House  of  the  District,  at  the  office  of  the 
Land  Recorder  of  the  District,  and  at  the  nearest  Inn  ; 
and,  also,  notice  must  be  given  to  the  Land  Recorder 
of  the  District. 

The  said  notices  shall  contain  a clause,  calling  upon 
persons  objecting  to  such  purchase  to  state  their  ob- 
jections in  writing  within  the  next  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  the  posting  of  the  notice,  addressed  to  the 
Land  Recorder  of  the  District. 

2.  At  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  thirty  days, 
the  intending  purchaser  must  forward  to  the  Land 
Kecorder  of  the  District  a written  application  in  Form 
J,  in  duplicate,  with  sketch  plan  thereon  fully  de- 
scribing the  land  sought  to  be  purchased,  setting 
forth  generally  the  situation  and  dimensions  of  such 


land.  Form  .J  must  be  signed  by  the  applicant,  and 
by  two  residents  of  the  District,  and  be  uccoiui>aiiied 
with  a Fee  of  Five  Dollars,  and  by  a payment  ui)on 
the  estimated  acreage,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
acre. 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  Form  J,  tlie  Lieutenant-Gover- 

nor in  Council,  through  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Lands  and  Works,  will  inlorm  the  applicant  as  to  the 
number  of  acres  that  he  may  be  allowed  to  purchn.se, 
the  price,  and  terms  of  payment;  and  should  the 
price  exceed  one  dollar  per  acre,  or  the  acreage  be 
greater  than  the  Government  may  decide  to  grant, 
the  ap])licant  will  be  informed  iheiuof,  and  a .-iuied 
time  will  be  fixed,  within  which  he  will  be  at  liberty 
to  accept  the  said  terms  ; and  .should  he  decide  to 
accept  the  same,  he  must  do  so  in  writing  within  the 
time  stated,  otherwise  he  will  be  deemed  to  have  re- 
jected the  said  terms,  and  the  deposit  will  be  refund- 
ed. Should,  however,  the  price  of  the  land  not  ex- 
ceed the  rate  of  one  dollar  jici  acre,  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Lands  and  Works  will  forward  to  him  a 
receipt,  stating  that  he  is  entitled  to  such  number  of 
acres  of  laud  in  Township  Subdivisions  tis  the  acre- 
age niaj'  be  ; said  receipt  not  being  transferable  ; 
aud  uiioirthe  survey  of  the  Township  containing  the 
land  applied  for  being  effected,  and  ujton  the  piodiic- 
tion  of  the  receijit  above  referred  to,  the  claimant 
shall  be  entitled  to  a Crown  Grant,  under  either  the

1.  Camlifliitcs  for  Pilots’  Licenses  must  bo  Britisli  Subjects,  and  must  apply  b\*  Icttci’, 
addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Pilot  Board.  Duo  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
examination  will ‘appear  in  the  (lovcrnnicnt  Gazette  as  olten  as  the  Board  may  deem 
nece.ssary.  Candidates  will  bo  required  to  ])rove  their  local  knowledge  of  the  Coasts 
and  Ilarboiirs  of  the  places  for  which  they  may  bo  desirous  of  obtaining  a license;  to 
possc.ss  a correct  knowledge  of  the  method  of  finding  a ship’s  position  on  the  Chart;  to 
have  a general  knowledge  of  the  tides;  and  to  furnish  to  the  Board  satisfactory 
evidence  of  their  Ibrmer  services,  good  conduct,  and  sobriety. 

2.  No  Pilot  shall  add  to,  or  in  any  way  alter,  his  license,  or  make  or  alter  any  endorse- 
ment thereon,  nor  shall  ho  be  privy  to  any  such  license  or  endorsement  being  altered. 

3.  Every*  Pilot  who  shall  observe  any  alteration  in  any  of  the  Sands  or  Channels,  or 
that  any  of  the  Buov’S  or  Beacons  in  any  of  the  Harbours  of  the  Province  are  driven 
away  or  broken  down,  or  out  of  place,  shall  forthwith  deliver  or  send  a correct  state- 
ment thei’eof  in  writing  to  the  Pilot  Board. 

4.  No  Pilot  shall  exact  from  any  Master  of  a Vessel  more  than  he  is  eniitled  to  b^- 
any  of  the  Rules,  Regulations,  Orders,  or  By-Laws  passed  by  the  Pilot  Board;  neither 
shall  any  Pilot  offer  his  seiwices  for  less  than  the  specified  rates,  under  pain  of  being 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 

5.  Every  Licensed  Pilot  shall  continually  carry  with  him  his  License  and  a printed 
copy  of  all  the  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Orders,  relating  to  Pilots  and  Pilotage,  in  force  for 
the  time  being;  and  is  required  to  produce  the  same  to  the  Master  of  any  Vessel  on 
boarding  such  Vessel. 

0.  Every  Licensed  Pilot  shall,  when  in  charge  of  any  Vessel,  exercise  the  utmost 
diligence  and  attention  in  the  prosecution  of  his  duty. 

7.  No  Licensed  Pilot  shall  be  absent  from  the  Port  or  Ports  for  which  he  may  be 
licensed,  Avithout  leave  of  absence  previously  obtained  in  writing  from  the  Pilot  Board. 

8.  All  cases  of  disputes  between  Pilots,  or  between  Masters  of  Vessels  and  Pilots,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Pilot  Board,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

9.  Every  Licensed  Pilot  who  shall  offend  against  any  or  either  of  the  By-Laws,  Rules. 
Orders,  or  Regulations  relating  to  Pilots  and  Pilotage,  in  foi’ce  for  the  time  being,  shall 
for  every  such  offence  (whether  the  same  shall  subject  him  to  any  pccuniaiy  penalty  or 
not,  and  in  addition  to  such  penalty,  if  any)  upon  conviction  by  the  Pilot  Board,  be  liable 
to  have  his  License  annulled  and  forfeited,  or  susjieuded,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

10.  If  any  Vessel  be  stranded,  or  suffer  other  accident,  when  in  charge  of  a Licensed 
Pilot,  the  License  of  such  Pilot  shall  thereby  be  suspended,  pending  the  investigation 
by  and  decision  of  the  Board. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Licensed  Pilot  at  once  to  report  to  the  Pilot  Board 
any  accident  that  may  have  happened  to  a Vessel  when  under  his  charge. 

12.  Prom  and  after  the  1st  of  August,  1873,  each  Licensed  Pilot  shall  be  liable  for, 
and  shall  pay  to  the  Pilot  Board,  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  as  an  Annual  License,  payable 
in  advance,  half-yearU^  on  the  1st  day  of  August  and  the  1st  day  of  Fcbruaiy  of  each 
year.  In  addition  to  such  yearly  license,  every  Pilot,  on  appointment,  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  Ten  Dollars  to  the  Board  as  an  Enti’ance  Pee.  Every  .Pilot  making  defixult  in 
the  payment  of  his  entrance  fee  or  annual  license,  vvill  be  liable  to  a suspension  of  hi.s 
Certificate  until  the  money  is  paid.
